1. We have received several requests from the Department 
of Justice, Office of Special Investigations, for us to search 
our records for any information, pertaining to any period of 
time, that relates to the following: 



A. A U.S. Army document indicated that a U.S. 
Army/430th CIC detachment conducted a chan- 
nel known as "Rat line" during 1947-1951. 
The "Rat line" evacuated dropped informants 
from Germany and Austria through Italy to 
Central and So'uth America. 



B. Neagoy, George. This individual may have 
been responsible for the "Rat line" opera- 
tion as a special agent of the 430th CIC 
detachment. 

C. Father Krunoslav Dragonivich. This indi- 
vidual, a Croatian Roman Catholic priest, 
was allegedly operating in Rome, Italy in 
1948-1950 and may have had connections with 
the 430th CIC detachment in Austria.
